by and pursuant to the Build Illinois Bond Act. 13

  Section 35.  No contract shall be entered into or 5 

obligation incurred for any expenditures from the 6 

appropriations made in Sections 10, 15 and 20 until after the 7 

purposes and amounts have been approved in writing by the 8

  Section 40.  The sum of $3,100,000, or so much thereof as 10 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the Grant 11 

Accountability and Transparency Fund to the Governor’s Office 12 

of Management and Budget for all costs associated with the 13 

implementation and administration of the Grant Accountability 14 

and Transparency Act, including refunds and prior year costs.
